look upon it as a real burden. The 
spectacular side usually attracted 
the public to such an extent that 
members of congress were unable to 
satisfy the demand lor tickets of 
admission to the galleries.

of a president to the capitol the 
work in congressional 
offices \vas 


disarranged and the telephones were 
kept busy by the clamor for seats. 
Finally, Many members of congress 
frankly said they wished the prea 
ident wouldn't come to Capitol Hill 
for a public session. 


Mr. Harding, who had 
himself 


served in the Senate, recognized the 
sentiment of congress on the sub- 
ject and so did Mr. Coolidge. So 
far, as Mr. Hoover is concerned he 
shrinks from 
public appearances 


anyhow and the idea of a show in 
the house of representatives does 
not appeal to him.

-• There is no doubt, on the other 
hand, that the personal reading- ol 
the message to congress gets more

Newark airport after its motors had 
stopped. 


Foote and Parsons were hurled 50 


feet from the cockpit of the plane 
by the impact.

L^00 feet above the ground.

There are few gardens today that 


have nearly as much color in the 
early spring as they might have. 
The spring flowering bulbs are not 
planted a's much as they should be 
Some very wonderful effects may be 
had by massing them by the hun- 
dred in the borders where they will 
show up against the background of 
shrubs. Of course they 
must 
be 


planted in the fall, but I am writ- 
ins about them now that you may 
study them now and plan where 
you may plant them this fall. If 
yon do not make definite plans you 
will find yourself overlooking them 
as you have done in the past. Bulbs 
are not as expensive as you might 
think. Last season the tulips in verv 
fine varieties could be purchased at 
S3.50 per hundred. At this rate a few 
hundred will not cost much and they 
last several years. 


A good way to plan for the plant- 


ing of tulips and other bulbs that 
have to bo planted in the fall is to 
p;o over your borders at 4hc bloom- 
ing lime i:i the spring, selecting lo- 
cations whore you can p'.ant a doz- 
en, ;v clump of'-Ti. 50 or 100. and drive 
a stake into the ground, allowing 
it to stick up about two inches. In 
the. ' full. \\lioii the ilmf 
< omes to. 


plant, you 
will have these stakes j 


to go by. lu this way you will lie 
able to plan this spring during the 
blooming season just what effects 
you want to achieve next spring. 


Then make up your bulb order and 
have it all ready. If you postpone it 
you will likely overlook it. One year 
I planted 1000 bulbs in. my borders 
where it seemed 
in the 
summer 


there was no room at all. 


You can plant masses of annuals 


right over the places where the 
bulbs flower, thus getting a second 
season of bloom 
from the 
same 


place.. Many of the annuals are so 
hallow rooted that they will not 
harm the bulbs at all. As small 
seedlings they may be planted while 
the bulbs are still in bloom and they 
will prevent any bare spots when 
the bulbs die down. 


In the spring, when tho bulbs 


are in lull bloom, you can select the 
ones you want so much better than 
if you try to do so from the cntal 
o^s. There are several hundred var- 
ieties and they sound so much alike 
that one never kno\\s just •which 
ones are the most desirable. A1, visit 
to th'e fields of the local growers 
will pay yon well. If there aro no 
growers near you. visit some one 
who has a. good collection and make 
your selections there.

SUGAR INDUSTRY 


STILL TROUBLED 


BY UNCERTAINTY 


Post-war Conditions Affect 


United States Business 
Says Authority 


BY EARL D. BABST 


(Chairman, American Sugar Refining 


Company) 


New York—W)—The sugar indus- 


try continues to face uncertain con- 
ditions. 


It is still affected by its war ef- 


fort. The demand of the Allies and 
tho control of our government led 
to a rapid increase In Cuban produc- 
tion and in U. S. refining capacity 
without the safeguards of post-war 
markets. The rapid revival of the 
European 
beet industry 
and the 


stimulative effect of British Imperial 
Preference left the United States and 
Cuba with a war-expanded capacity. 


This is the fundamental difficulty 


which still brings uncertain condi- 
tions and now uneven conditions. In 
an attempt to correct her situation 
Cuba established governmental re- 
striction and cut her crop 20 per 
cent. 


Others, however, immediately in- 


creased tbeir production, including 
those within our own tariff walls— 
Hawaii, the Philippines and Porto 
Rico—and this now has led to un- 
even conditions, with those fields 
highly prosperous and Cuba now in 
actual distress. Recently the Cu- 
ban government abandoned crop re- 
striction, but retains some of its po- 
tential marketing machinery, which 
still courts continued uncertainty. 


In view of this vast duplication, 


first in world sugar production and 
then by a further duplication in our 
own sugar islands, the course of su- 
gar movements must continue un-. 
certain, with raw sugar prices prob- 
ably hovering around cost of produc- 
tion for Cuba. 


At present refined sugar Is our 


cheapest food. A nickel 
recently 


bought a pound of granulated sugar 
of which roundly the Cuban pro- 
ducer got 2 cents, the refiner 1 cent, 
and the 
United States 
treasury 


2 cents. 


If, however, under-our fiscal sys- 


tem the sugar comes from ^Hawaii, 
the Philippines, or Porto Rico, the 
treasury collects no toll and the 
treasury portion of 2 cents goes to 
those 
producers, and hence their 


high prosperity. 


Higher costs and climatic handi- 


caps do not bring a comparable re- 
turn to the domestic beet and Lou- 
isiana producers. 
Domestic 
sugar 


refiners probably will make a bet- 
ter showing than the inadequate re- 
turns of last year, largely by reason 
of abandoning costly trade practices 
and adopting open price terms. 


"With such low prices it is reason- 


able to expect a. halt in the rapid 
growth of production and an in- 
crease 
of Consumption. 
Should 


there be no 'more governmental in- 
terferences, this would be an ceo j 
nomic probability. 


The sugar industry in a free mar- 


ket could expect a healthy, slow re- 
covery and investors in all fields 
could be sure of a reasonable return.

steel producers — Germany, France. 
Belgium-Luxemburg, Great Britain 
and the United States—last year ex- 
ported about 21 per cent of their 
joint 
production of approximately 


100.000,000 tons.

limit, and there is no ceiling at all, and 
stock prices will keep going up for- 
ever. But some hard-headed, unexcit- 
cd persons are very sure that this is an 
excellent time to buy bonds. 


MEXICAN REVOLUTIONS 


Mexico's latest revolutionary drama 


appears to be rapidly 
drawing to a 


close. All indications point to suppres- 
sion of the rebellion and the sustain- 
ing: of federal power. It would be bad 
for Mexico if it were otherwise. 
The 


revolution, so far as information goes, 
rests-on no political or social needs of 
the nation. It is one of the outbreaks 
that occur so often for gratification of 
personal aaioition, a?> Luc Latin Amer- 
icans love display and grandeur. Tri- 
umph of these revolutionary generals 
would accomplish-nothing, cither in 
governmental reform or the hopes and 
aspirations of the people. 


Mexico will make progress only 


through orderly development of her in- 
stitutions. She could do it through a 
dictator like Mussolini if she wished to 
abolish constitutional government tem- 
porarily, but Mussolinis bloom as rare- 
ly as century plants. There is no Mus- 
solini in Mexico. Its revolutions are 
for the most part barbarisms that wipe 
out human life and property and saddle 
the country Avith increased -obligations 
long since beyond its'capacity to pay. 


The government at' Washington 


does well to frown upon these revolu- 
tions and to lend its moral support to 
the established order. It has no right to 
do this for the good of Mexico itself, 
but it has the right for the protection 
of American interests and the conser- 
vation of peace. The indirect results 
are, however, for the good of Mexico. 
Americans should not waste sympathy 
on Mexico revolutions. They are giv- 
ing aid and countenance to the subver- 
sion of' th9-country and they retard its . 
emancipation when they do. 


FOUR TIMES AND SAFE 


Four times a great bird, the Sally 


Sovereign plane, guided by the veteran 
hand of Eddie Stinson, has sped over 
ice and into the air only to come down 
after a few hours for one cause or an- 
other. Twice it was engine trouble that 
downed the craft, another time it wa£ a 
terrific storm from Lake 'Huron and 
the fourth time -the plane sought to 
leave the ground with too big a load. 


Stinson has gained a reputation as a 


careful mau,«*vho guides 
his 
plane 


along lines of endurance and not along 
spectacular lines. Once he held the en- 
durance record. Then came Risticz and 
Zimmerman in-Germany and set a new 
record of 64 hours and 25 
minutes. 


This Stinson feels he can better. Four 
times he has taken a great sliip into the .

men knew they ran a grave risk of los- 
ing their lives and one found fate 
against him. He trusted to avoid things 
he could not anticipate. 
The veteran 


aviator doesn't take such chances. He 
lands his plane and sets forth another 
dav. 


ON TO CANADA! 


The annual trek of American tour- 


ists into Canada has reached huge pro- 
portions. 
The Dominion bureau of 


statistics estimates that visitors from 
the United States spclit $277,754,000 
there in 1928. The number of American 
automobiles which 
entered 
Canada 


was 15 times as great as it was ten 
years ago. Most of this tourist trade 
was divided between the provinces of 
0ntario and Quebec, but every prov- 
ince had some share in it. 


Canada is responding cordially to 


the tourist trade. Xcw hotels arc be- 
ing built in nearly every Ontario city. 
Summer reports arc developing their 
own facilities for attracting and enter- 
taining tourists. 
The government is 


creating 12 new forest reserves, the 
chief object of which is catering to the 
American demand for lake and forest 
playgrounds. 


This is a trade that is mutually bene-

OCCUPATION OF BOSTON 


One hundred and fifty-three years ago today 


General Washington and an untrained, poorly 
equipped army occupied Boston after General 
Gage and his British troops had evacuated the. 
city. It was the first pleasant news of the Revo- 
lution.' 


For almost a year—from July 2, 1775, the date 


Washington took his place at the head of the 
army, at Cambridge, Mass.. until March IS. 
1776—the Americans had laid prayerful siege to 
Boston, but with' the resources at their com- 
mand there was little they could do to dislodge 
Gage and his well-trained, well-fed regiment. 


Finally, by a skillful maneuver at night, the 


American army secured a position on Dorchester 
Heights from which its guns could sweep the 
Boston harbor, and Gage removed his army from 
the city. 


Thus! withous the firing of a single shot, the 


first victory of the Revolution was won. General 
Gage-^and the American soldiers—did not know- 
that many of Washington's barrels of "powder", 
stacked in ns conspicuous a place as possible, 
contained nothing more deadly than sand!

. THE NATURALLY LEFT 


HANDED CHILD 


At it seems to me. in the past 15 


years there has been a fairly con- 
stant stream, or trickle, of queries 
"rom parents regarding the training 
of left handed children. A consider- 
able share 
of these 
queries are 


prompted by difficulties the child en- 
counters from entering school, where 
the teacher undertakes to change the 
child from left handed to right hand- 
ed for writing. The latest comment 
on this problem published in this 
column has elicited three valuable 
etters of protest, two from teachers, 
and the third from a reader who may 
or may not be a teacher. I hope we 
may give the gist of these letters, for 
tho good of the order. 


Ohio teacher writes: I am a left 


landed teacher. 
No one ever at- 


tempted to break me, I have never 
attempted to break a pupil, and I 
never saw another teacher attempt 
to break one of this habit. More than 
a decade ago in the university where 
[ received training I was instructed 
that children on entering school fre- 
quently use both hands equally well. 
If the child picks up the chalk with' 
lis left hand the teacher sould place 
it in is right with a remark of this 
type. 
"Try this hand once." 
She 


should repeat this two or three times 
and then it should be apparent which 
is the natural hand for the child to 
use. 
When this is determined the 


child should be permitted to use the 
natural hand, right or left, without 
further comment. In one of our first 
Leachers'^conferenccs our supervisor 
said that before any teacher should 
attempt to break a left handed child 
that teacher ought to use her left 
hand in place of the right for one 
whole day. writing, dressing, eating 
and workint;: and Mie hoped such 
teacher would have toush meat and 
pie for dinner in tlic evening. Teach- 
ers today know that stuttering is one 
of the bad results of trying to break 
a naturally left handed child. 
Who 


wants the child broken? Tho par- 
ents of naturally left handed clii'~ 
dren combat the teacher in this: one 
mother came in high chulcreon to in- 
sist that the teacher must break the 
Inld: another placed her child's left 
arm in^i sling and bound up the hand 
so that the child could not use it; 
even a doctor told me lie broke his 
child before the boy started to school. 
Recently the mother of one of my 
pupils \:sited our school, watched 
our work for a while, came np to me. 
took the chalk from my left hand 
nntl placed it in mv ripht. saying: 
"Here, mtes uso this hand.'" 
I 


know teachers arc not perfect, neith- 
er are members of other professions, 
but please givo the deyil his due. It 
might be worth your while to watch 
;hem conduct physical exercises, too. 
If parents were a bit more interested 
in the welfare of pupils, they rnisht 
do some of the things the teacher 
s compelled to i!c and give her an 
opportunity to teach.

It would not be fair to say^ that 


the Russian Communist regime can- 
not produce great art because it has 
not yet done so. TJen years is far too 
brief,a period to make a fair' test. 
In many another country there has 
been no great novel or great play or 
great poet during the ten years that 
have followed the war. That proves 
nothing. 


But propaganda and great art- have 


never gone hand in 
hand in any 


country at any timo in the world's 
history. Generals and dictators and 
absolute rulers haye again and again 
tried to make art serve their needs. 
They have argued that they could 
control 
the artists 
just as they 


could control others,*that all.must 
work for the good of the state and 
that hence there is no reason why art 
should not be ut>ed to advance the 
state. 


But it never works out. Great art 


cannot be artificially 
produced or 


controlled. It can be repressed and' 
killed but that is of .course the same 
as killing a goose that lays golden 
eggs. The artist must be free and 
there is no power on.earth that can 
enslave him and cause him to make 
his art serve interests that are in 
variance with the demands of his art 
and the truth of life. 
If he allows 


himself to be swerved, he- commits 
treason against art and he will serve 
gods that are not the true gods of 
art. 


That, according to Dreiser, is what 


is-'happening in Russia today. Their 
art is negligible in spite of the fact 
tliat the Russians are 
capable of 


great art. as Tolstoi and Dosstolev- 
sky and Gorki and many others have 
shown. The Communists talk a great 
deal about a great flowering of Com- 
munistic art, but Dreiser is of the 
opinion that there can from the na- 
ture of things be no such 
thing. 


There can again be great art in Rus- 
sia but it will be art without an ad- 
jective. Art is individualistic, a law 
itself and it cannot be regimented.

And he comes to the conclu- 
sion that until now, no matter how 
the leaders try to pretend that a 
great Communized art is growing up. 
It i«i negligible. 


Almost necessarily so. In Russia 


today everything must help to ad- 
vance the Revolution. Everything 
must be 
propaganda. 
Education 


must be made to back up the state, 
so must religion or so much of relig- 
it.. :js is left, so must the newspa- 
per?;, and everything else. 


This is not unreasonable from the 


point of view of the Soviets. The 
now covcrnment, only ten years old. 
is still in the experimental stage and 
all the world fa hostile to it. An a 
mere matter of self-preservation it 
must Insist on everybody supporting 
the government. It would be suicidal 
to pursue any other course. 


But art can never be propagandiz- 


ed. Art transcends all forms of gov- 
ernment and Is by Us very nature 
individualistic, not communistic. Try 
to use art to advance a theory of 
government and you destroy it as 
art. 
What passes for art may be 


very effective s"* propaganda but it 
will never be effective ns art.

A letter to a friend in Edinburgh

The laboratory 
chief of the Scottish university rec- 
ommended Beck to a friend in Lon-

who recommended him to 
a 


fellow physiologist at Oxford, and 
so on, until the foreign and domes- 
tic college trade grew to be a big 
item in his business. 


When Beck's son Robert was old

''Anil the use of this latest iniioxa- 


tioij in vacuum tubes, the newest de- 
sign of receivers "may be equipped 
with three or four tubes, instead ot 
the seven, eight or nino and •with- 
out any loss of efficiency. 
One of 


the new tubes, of the screen grid 
type, will perform- the work of two 
or perhaps three of tho ordinary 
three element tube. The screen grid 
tube is a four element device. 


The R. C. A. has been holding in 


abeyance its- announcement of the 
tube. The screen grid tube In itself 
i"i not a brand new invention, but it 
has never been used heretofore in an 
all electric receiving set. 


The screen grid tube has a far 


greater range of activity and a def- 
initely increased 
volume capacity 


over the present-day tube. For that 
icason fewer of these tubes can do 
increased worK in amplifying recep- 
tion, and in transforming the other 
waves from a broadcasting station 
into the actual audiole programs the 
listener gets. In radio transmission 
and even in short wave reception, 
screen grids have been used for somo 
time, but in these cases battery 
current is used. 


It is possible to . use screen grid 


tubes in battery operated receiving 
sets, but this is not practicable on 
a commercial scale as battery sets 
no longer are in demand.

McDon- 
ald of •\Vinnebago-co. in a dedilon 
Saturday na^med the First Trust 
company of Appleton as guardian 
of Mr. Mueller and the balance of 
his property, totaling some $10,000 
or $11,000. 
The action was started several 


weeks ago by Mr. Mueller's brother 
who charged that John C. Mueller 
was incompetent and unable to at- 
tend to his business because he was 
a person easily susceptible- to undue 
influence and therefore In danger of 
losing his property, 


When the case was tried in court 


here t£e courtroom was Jammed 
with spectators. Mrs. Barth was one 
of the principal witnesses. 


In making his decision the judge 


points out that Mr. Mueller is a man 
60 years old who can neither read 
nor write. During his entire "life he 
was assisted In taking care of hts 
affairs by his neighbors and bank- 
er, the judge says. 
"He is. neither insane nor feeble 


minded but is well able to take care 
of himself," the decision said," if he 
is in the proper hands. 


"However he came into court with 


one, Yanda Barth, and during the 
proceedings he clung to her as a 
child would cling to its mother. In 
July. 1928, it appears that he was 
worth about $29.000.

The judge traced the history 
of 
Earth's meeting with Mueller, tell- 
ins how-1 they had rented & home 
from the latter early in 1928. >,In 
August one of Mueller's brothers 
noted that he had deeded one of his 
two homes on N. Superior-st to the 
Earths.

Outlook) — The export price of copper 
metal advanced today to 21 1-4 edits, 
domestic sales being made at 21 
cents a pound compared with 19 1-2 
cento early in the week. Still higher 
quotations are expected In the trade 
before the end of March. 


There are signs of inflation in the 


copper market. 
The effect of this 


on commodities in general is being 
closely watched by banking and busi- 
ness interests who have felt all 
along that a sequel to the rise in se- 
curities would be one in commodi- 
ties. 


Copper now at 21 cents compares 


with about 14 cents a year ago. Lead 
is quoted at 1 1-4 cents again six
